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In Uganda Christians now live in fear of Idi Amin

For Ugandan Christians this was to have been 
a year of celebration, the commemoration of the 
100th anniversary of the Anglican church in the 
east central African nation. 


Instead it has turned into a year of 


bloodletting, with the country’s estimated 6 
million. Christians—including its 3.5 million

Catholics—the possible target.of a new reign of 
terror by Uganda’s mercurial president, General 
Idi Amin. 

Some observers believe that the suspicious 
death Feb. 17 of Anglican Archbishop Janani 
Luwum and two government officials, all accused 
or trying to topple Amin, touched off a frenzied 


_ persecution. 


It could add many Christians to the estimated 
30,000 or 300,000 Ugandans who have been 
killed in retaliation for real or imagined threats to 
Amin. 

The government said the trio died in an 
automobile accident on route to questioning 
about their part in the alleged coup, but others 
said that Amin executed them. 

Refugees fleeing the country since then tell of 
massive arrests and killings among the 
predominately Christian Acholi and Lango 
tribes, which number approximately 654,000 in a 
country of 11 million. 


Msgr. Dickie assumes post 


Amin ordered all Americans in U ganda—includ- 
ing 71 American Catholic missionaries—to stay 
in the country until after he met with them this 
week but he subsequently changed his mind. 


When the U.S. embassy was closed in 1973 
most of the 2,000 Americans in Uganda left the 
country. 


While most observers agree that Amin is 
capable of committing the most heinous of 
crimes—the former U.S. ambassador to Uganda, 
Thomas Patrick Melady, compares him to Adolph 
Hitler—it is uncertain whether the latest 
rampage is aimed at Christians as such or at 
individuals Amin perceives as threats, who just 
happen to be Christian. 


What makes it difficult to tell, one observer 
pointed out, is that Amin is unpredictable. 
“‘When you’re dealing with Amin,’ said this 
observer, a White Father, who was a missionary 
in Uganda from 1971 to 1975, ‘‘you’re not dealing 
with anyone who is normal.”’

Schools closing—for whom does the bell toll?

Author, schoolteacher, wife of an at- 
torney, Alice McMahon of Coronado raises 
questions about the closing of two of our 
Catholic high schools for girls—Rosary and 
San Luis Rey Academy. 


The closing of Rosary 
and San Luis Rey high 
schools must come as a 
stunning blow to all 
concerned Catholics. 

One asks __ oneself, 
Why now—after almost 
a century of heroic effort 
teaching the word of 
God, when the need 
for religiously oriented 
schools has reached the fice McMahon 
crisis level? 

WHY NOW—when the prevailing mor- 
ality and quality of instruction in the public 
schools has hit an all time low? 


Why now—when every conceivable de- 


nomination in the U.S. is making a concerted 
effort to open their own schools because of 
the moral impoverishment in the public 
sector? 

The reasons given are the shortage of 
nuns and declining enrollments. Both 


situations seem to be remedial. 


DO I SPEAK for other concerned laity in 
this age of ecumenism, the rebirth of the 
great laity participation, when I protest we 
laity were not consulted, but.merely told 
after the fact, that the situation is 
irreversible? : 


What are these irreversible problems? 
The declilne in nuns leading to higher 
salaries for more lay teachers? But is not the 
real fault with the diocesan policy of paying 
such teachers roughly 20 percent less than 
the exhorbitantly paid public teachers. 
Trying to keep up with their public funded, 
ever increasing salary hikes is like trying to 
dress like Jackie Onassis on a busman’s 
salary. 


SALARIES GO UP; tuition goes up. For 
the poor-middle-class the burden becomes 
too much. We end up maintaining schools 
for the elite, the wealthier Catholics, which 
is better than nothing. But it is regressing 
instead of advancing. And, incidentally we 
end up with fewer nuns—vocations being 
notoriously higher among the lower income 
families. 

Having taught at public high schools and 
at Rosary, there is no question in my mind as 
to where I’d send my daughter. The facts are 
unpleasant, but in many cases young girls 


enrolled in the former are subject to certain 
indignities which even the sharpest-eyed 
teacher finds difficult to pin down or control. 

Blame it on our permissive, sex-saturated 
society, lack of over-all discipline, or 
whatever, the results are the same. The 
young girl bears the brunt of these 
degrading remarks, actions, or pictures, in 
the very classroom in which she is trying to 
learn. 

ONE HAS ONLY to catch the sudden 
flushing of the face, the nervous embarrass- 
ment, the floundering appeal for help in 
desperate eyes, where in too many cases 
there is or can be no help available: the 
cover-up is too devious. 

This unconscionable teaching  environ- 
ment brings up further considerations. We 
Catholics contribute millions to send our 
missionaries all over the world. They have to 
build schools from scratch—mud brick by 
mud brick—learn languages, dialects, risk 
tropical diseases, and their very lives to get 
some barely-adequate school built. 

Indeed, the latest slaughter of three 
English Jesuits and four nuns in Rhodesia 
points out an ever-increasing wave of 
violence against them and their like all over 
the world. Yet they continue, undaunted— 
God love them counting their sacrifice as 


naught. 


WOULD NOT these men of God, who walk 
like giants, consider our problems, as 
anthills? Our schools are already built, our 
equipment is already there. Our teachers 
can teach without fear of their lives, or that 
their buildings will be burnt overnight, or 
confiscated by some new wild regime for 
their own purposes. 


Must it not occur to these men, once 
experiencing our culture shock, that the 
spiritual drought in the Western World is at 
least as critical as that in many of the 
mission fields. 

Are not some of the simple natural family 
modes of life they witness far less 
pulverizing morally than the bombardment 
we face? 

Indeed, the late Cardinal Danielou stated 
some years ago that it was almost an 


‘impossibility for a young working girl in 


Paris to retain her virtue or her religion in 
face of the continuing round of temptations 
she was bound to confront. Is it any better 
now? 

NOW THE DEMONS of iniquity must leap 
for joy over the closing of another, and yet 
another Catholic school, (Regina Coeli, 
‘Cathedral, Sacred Heart), knowing, as a 
matter of plain economics once these

SALUZZO, Italy—An escaped convict who 
wanted to take Pope. Paul hostage, 
surrendered to police here after holding a 
couple and their three children at gunpoint 
for a weekend. Franco Bartoli, who 
described himself as a militant communist 
when he made his demands, was wounded in 
an escape from Saluzzo prison. He took the 
family hostage and demanded that either 
Pope Paul or Francesco Cossiga, Italian 
interior minister, take the place of the 
children. 


School ‘meditation’ bill passes 


TRENTON, N.J.—The state legislature 
overwhelmingly passed a bill providing for a 
mandatory period of meditation in public 
schools. The bill requires ‘‘a brief period of 
solemn meditation with the participation of 
all pupils’’ at the beginning of each school 
day. Lawmakers feel the bill is constitutional 
because it does not require that the student 
use the meditation period for prayer. 
Connecticut, Virginia, Mississippi and 
Maryland have all passed similar laws. 


Manila greets Mother Teresa 

MANILA, The Philippines—This city’s 
“‘poorest of the poor’’ are now served by 
Mother Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity 
who are working with residents of Tondo, 
Manila’s worst slum district. Mother 
Teresa’s missionaries recently opened a 
three-building complex on the land donated 
by Emelda Marcos, wife of the Philippine 
President Fernando Marcos. Cardinal Jaime 
~Sin and the Manila archdiocese have 
donated another piece of land on which the 
Sisters will build a novitiate. 


Bps. set teacher union talks 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. bishops will 
open talks with unionists, school adminis- 
trators, diocesan officials and teachers on 
the issues of unions in Catholic schools. The 
talks will be conducted by a _ special 
subcommittee of the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence, the civil organization of the bishops. 
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The Los Angeles archdiocese and the 
Orange diocese are two of several dioceses 
engaged in legal battles over the unioniza- 
tion of Catholic school teachers. 


Rhodesia gets 2nd black bp. 


GWELO, Rhodesia—Pope Paul has 
named Msgr. Tobias Chiginya to head the 
Gwelo diocese. Msgr. Chiginya, 42, will be 
the second black bishop in this African 
nation currently torn by racial strife. He will 
succeed Swiss-born Bishop Alois Haene. 
Rhodesia’s first black prelate was Arch- 
bishop Patrick Chakaia who was named for 
the Salisbury archdiocese last year. 


Pro-life amendment bid gains 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—Arkansas, where 
less than two percent of the  state’s 
population is Catholic, has become the fifth 
state to petition Congress for a constitutional 
convention to outlaw abortion. State Sen. 
Milt Earnhart, who led the fight for the 
petition, said: ‘‘To a lot of us abortion is the 
ugliest, vilest word in the English 
language.’’ A similar resolution has been 
proposed in the California legislature. 
Before Congress can call a convention, 34 
states must demand it. 


Does Mary need jewels? 


MURICA, Spain—If Mary was so poor 
“‘that she had to give birth in a stable,’’ why 
do Catholics ‘‘crown her images with pearls, 
gold and jewels?’’ asked a reader of the 
national Catholic weekly magazine Vida 
Nueva here. ‘‘The true image of Mary,”’ 
wrote the reader, is ‘“‘poor, humble and 
unattached to earthly treasures.’’ The letter 
was in response to reports that thieves took 
$4.5 million in jewels from a statue of Our 
Lady of Fuentesanata in the cathedral here. 


Bell tackles illegal alien issue 

SAN FRANCISCO—Attorney General 
Griffin Bell said here that he is ‘‘inclined’’ to 
‘prohibit employers from 
knowingly hiring illegal aliens.’’ But he said 
he would not support “‘massive deportation’”’ 
of illegal aliens. ‘‘If the employment ban 
were a reality, the number of people trying 
to enter the country illegally would diminish 
sharply. Many of those already here illegally 
would return to their own countries,’’ he 
said. 


Portillo discusses ‘illegals’ 


WASHINGTON—Unless Mexico can 
solve its economic problems, the U.S. will 
see an increase in the flow of illegal aliens 
crossing the border in search of jobs, said 
Mexican President Jose Lopez Portillo on a 
visit here. Authorities believe that most 
illegal aliens in this country come from

VATICAN CITY—Rosemary Goldie an 
Australian, the highest-ranking woman in 
the Roman- Curia, the Church’s central 
administrative offices, will leave the Vatican 
after 10 years service with the Council of 
Laity. She will take a teaching position at the 
Lateran University’s Pastoral Institute here. 
The highest ranking woman in the Vatican 
now is American Sister Thaddea Kelly of San 
Francisco, a major official in the Congrega- 
tion for Religious. 


Pope, abp. still at odds 


VATICAN CITY—Pope Paul recently 
refused to receive rebel Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre since the archbishop has made ‘‘no 
serious act of repentance’”’ for his tradition- 
alist activities in defiance of Vatican II, 
accotding to Vatican officials. Further 


defying Pope Paul, Archbishop Lefebvre has 
announced plans to ordain 15 more men at 
his traditionalist seminary in Econe, 
Switzerland. The Pope suspended the 
archbishop from all his priestly faculties last 
summer.

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Crusade for Parents to build 


stronger Catholic family life

Family life in America is 
deteriorating, according to 
the social scientists. Crusade 
for Parents, a new program 
developed by the Worldwide 
Marriage Encounter (ME) 
movement, aims to reverse 
the trend. 


It was introduced in this 
diocese last week at a special 
seminar conducted by Jesuit 
Father Charles Gallagher 
and Father Thomas Morrow 
of the ME world head- 
quarters in New York. 


MORE THAN 500 people 
were on hand to learn how to 
launch the crusade in their 
parishes across the diocese. 


“‘The problem,”’ according . 


to Father Morrow, ‘‘is that 
many parents have a very 
poor image of themselves as

parents. We believe that 
they are good parents and 
need only gain a new 


“perspective on themselves 


and the support of other 
parents to realize it.’’ 


That is the goal of Crusade 
for Parents which he de- 
scribes as ‘‘a_ low-cost, 
grassroots, simple program 
designed specifically for par- 
ishes.”’ 


THE CRUSADE, a four- 
evening program, does not 
require expensive materials 
or trained, professional per- 
sonnel. 


The $20 registration fee for 
last week’s seminar included 
the cost of all material 
necessary for participants to 
begin the program in their 
home parish. 


On successive evenings of 
the crusade, according to 


John Noonan, a law 
professor and long-time leader in the fight against 
abortion, chats with Father Bernard Campbell, .CSSp, 
Newman chaplain at the University of California, San 
Diego. Dr. Noonan, author of a proposed human life 
amendment to the Constitution was in San Diego last 
week for a series of lectures at UCSD.—SC photo

learn: 


—to visualize what kind of 
memories, “‘the greatest leg- 
acy’’, their children will have 
of them; 


Morrow, parents 


—to really listen to their 
children without interrupt- 
ing, which really instills a 
sense of being wanted in the 
children; 


—to look at their children 
as an extension of their love 
for each other; 


—and to look at parent- 
hood as a life-giving voca- 
tion, not just a job with a set 
of duties to be completed. 


Father Morrow agrees that 
family life is suffering in our 
society. ‘“The main reason is 
that we have lost not only the 
neighborhood concept, but 
also the concept of the 
extended family, ideas that 
used to be basic ingredients 
of strong family life,’’ he 
declared. 


But he also believes the 
tremendous social changes of 
the last several years have 
taken their toll of family 
life. 


“THE NATION has de- 
veloped a birth-control men- 
tality in which children are 
seen as financial burdens, 
and this idea stifles the 
building of strong families. 


“Economic pressures are 
another major factor. Fathers 
and husbands are forced to 
put more and. more of 
themselves into their work 
just to keep their jobs,’’ he 
noted. 


Father Morrow believes 
the future of Catholic parish 
life depends directly on the 
future of Catholic family life. 


‘“WE MUST reach Catho- 
lics where they live most of 
the time, at home with their 
families. And to the extent 
that we succeed in improving 
relationships among family 
members, we succeed in 
improving their relationship 
to the Church,’’ he declared. 


Abortion fight gaining ground 
in U.S., Dr. Noonan asserts

The fight against abortion 
is gaining ground and the 
pro-life movement in the 
U.S. is growing stronger 


daily, according to Dr. John - 


Noonan, a law professor at 
University of California, 
Berkeley. 


“‘Pro-abortion groups are 
growing more fearful of the 
effects of the pro-life move- 
ment,’’ he said, ‘‘and their 
stepped-up publicity cam- 
paigns are evidence of that.’’ 


DR. NOONAN, long a 
pro-life leader and author of 
a proposed human life 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution, was in the 
diocese last week giving a 
series of lectures at Univer- 
sity of California, San Diego. 


He is convinced that the 
U.S. Supreme Court will 


never reverse its decision of 
Jan. 22, 1973, in which it 
struck -down state laws 
outlawing abortion. 

“The only way we can save 
unborn children from being 
slaughtered by abortion is 
to amend the Constitution,”’ 
Dr. Noonan declared. And, 
by law, that is a process that 
can take as long as seven 
years. : 

BUT, IN his view, there is 
good reason to expect the 
U.S. Congress to propose a 
human life amendment for 
ratification by state legis- 
latures in the next couple 
of years. 

“Five states have already 
petitioned Congress to hold a 
constitutional convention to 
ban abortion,’’ Dr. Noonan 
noted, adding that such a 
petition is currently being 
considered by the California 
legislature.

“We need petitions from 
34 states before Congress 
can be forced to call a 
convention. But if 20 or more 
states make petitions, I am 
sure Congress would bow to 
the pressure and propose an 
amendment before a con- 
vention could be called,’’ he 
said. 


“TF PRO-LIFE workers 
can bring enough pressure to 
bear to get President Carter 
and HEW Secretary Joseph 
Califano -to support an 
amendment, it would 
probably be proposed yet 
this year,’’ he said. 


Dr. Noonan sees the news 
media as the biggest ‘‘stum- 
bling block’’ to the pro-life 
cause. “‘They simply do not 
take us seriously,’’ he said. 
“But eventually they will 
have to take notice if we keep 
gaining strength.’’ 

DR. NOONAN favors a 
“‘states’ rights’? form of 
human life amendment,’ re- 
turning to the states the right 
to establish their own a- 
bortion laws, ‘“‘Such an 
amendment is much more 
likely to be supported than a 
blanket federal ban on abor- 
tion,’’ he said.

Banner year predicted 


Who supports Stewardship?

It looks like another ban- 
ner year for Stewardship, 
with this year’s program 
closing in on a new pledge 
total record,’’ according to 
Bill Standing, Stewardship 
director. 


He believes ‘‘this will be 
the year in which the pledge 
total record, $2.5 million set 
in 1972, the first year of 
Stewardship in the diocese, 
will be broken.’’ 


HIS OPTIMISM springs 
from Stewardship’s six-year 
success story in the diocese. 
Each year pledges have 
topped the $2 million annual 
goal. 


But who is making Stew- 
ardship so successful? 


Does the program depend 
on stalwarts who supported it 
since the beginning, or are 
the many new parishioners 
who are part of Southern 
California’s booming popu- 
lation plugging in to the 
Stewardship concept? 

“Main support comes 
from those people who have 
supported Stewardship from 


the beginning,’ Standing 
said. “‘They have grasped 
the concept well and are the 
backbone of the program.’’ 


AFTER THE first year of 
the program in 1972 when 
$2.5 million was promised in 
support of Stewardship, 
pledges fell to $2,030,000 in 
1973. The total steadily 
climbed until last year when 
$2.3 million was promised. 


Most of that steady in- 
crease is a result of support 
from new _parishioners,’’ 
Standing believes. 


“About 1,000 new names 
are added to the Stewardship 
roll each year,’’ he said. 
“Last year there were nearly 
38,000 gifts. That means the 
program is reaching about 50 
percent of the 80,000 fami- 
lies, in rough figures, regis- 
tered in our parishes.”’ 

THAT RATE of return 


ranks the San Diego diocese 
near the top of the list of the 


dioceses which have an 
annual program, he de- 
clared. 


In the Stewardship ’77 
program so far nearly 24,000 
parishioners in 151 parishes

The tax man cometh 


Gradually the probing laser beam of the tax 
authorities gets closer to the heart of religious 
bodies and what they represent. There are those 
among the general populace who would have all tax 
exemption for religious groups removed. With 
more religious working in secular jobs there is a 
problem concerning their earnings, they say. Even 
though these may be given to a _ religious 
community, are they tax exempt? 


Last year the IRS ruled that two religious, one 
working as a plumber, the other as a construction 
worker were acting as individual employes and not 
as ‘‘agents’’ of their communities and therefore 
must file income tax returns. Each had transferred 
his entire income to his order or community. 


Catholic newspapers like the SC are having to file 
a tax return for the first time of revenue from 
advertising, as ‘‘unrelated business’’ to the 
principal tax-exempt position of the diocese. 
However, to answer those church critics who seem 
to imagine that all parishes and diocesan operations 
are tax-exempt, remember that all pay tax on 
properties not used specifically for religious 
purposes, such as rectories, parking lots, halls and 
so on. And, of course, those wineries and other 
commercial operations by religious communities 
are all taxed. 


Frightening thought 

With the proliferation of nuclear weapons around 
the world it surely is only a matter of time before a 
madman like President Amin of Uganda gets hold 
of one. Can we imagine what mayhem such a 
murderous and irresponsible national leader could 
do with nuclear force? Having murdered hundreds 
of thousands of his countrymen, particularly 
Christians, including the Anglican Archbishop of 
Uganda, Amin is the epitome of the mentally 
unstable despotic ruler. 


Father John Domas, pastor of St. Francis 
Cabrini, Crestline, recently wrote in his parish 
bulletin that ‘‘it takes no expertise to see that the 
gargantuan build-up of military power throughout 


the world at the rate of $300 billion per year must ~ 


inevitably be used, if for no other reason than 
finally its massive, overwhelming presence will 
leave nothing else to be done.’’ And it only needs 


an Amin with a couple of H-bombs to hold the world. 


to ransom. Far fetched? Not at all. Since World 
War II there have been 113 nonatomic wars. And 
we have 400,000 scientists and engineers 
throughout the world engaged in the science of 
war, according to Father Domas, not to speak of 


_military personnel. 


Our memories are too short. As we tend to forget 
the gasoline shortage of a few years ago and use 
more gas then ever, we also tend to forget-the 
original awe with which we faced the threat of 
atomic war when such weapons were first 
manufactured. About 1,000 nuclear tests later we 
seem to have erased from our minds the awesome 
threat of a nuclear holocaust, as though it were 
merely a television story, one to be relieved by the 
next commercial for aspirin. 


Leave it to Jesus 


An 81-year-old recluse who lived in squalor in 


Portsmouth, England, till his recent death, left his 


entire estate of about $43,000 for ‘Jesus Christ at 
his second coming.’’ 


Ernest Digweed bequeathed the money to be 
invested on Christ’s behalf by public trustee for the 
next 80 years. But if Jesus doesn’t come in that 
time the money will go to the Crown (government). 
If he comes, however, ‘‘the public trustee upon 
obtaining proof which shall satisfy them of his 
identity shall pay to the Lord Jesus Christ all the 
pope which they hold on his behalf,*’ said the 
will. 


It’s probably safer to leave it to the diocesan 
deferred gifts plan if you have similar ideas. After 
all, it’s all for Jesus one way or another. 


Support for elderly Sisters 


One of the difficulties resulting from the 
diminished flow of vocations to the Sisterhood is the 
depletion of funds to look after Sisters in their 
retirement. Maryknoll Sisters are a case in point. 
Having for the past 65 years served in countries 
around the world, from China to Peru, they now 
find that out of 1,066 Sisters active in 21 countries, 
almost one-third are already over 65. 


The Sisters have no revenue-producing activity 
and have resorted to selling off property to try to 
finance the needs of their elderly, including a 
oc center at Ossining, N.Y. They need our 

elp. 


The Maryknolls are not the only community of 
Sisters which finds the care and needs of the retired 
Sisters a severe drain on reduced resources. Most 
still have to rely on donations.

All who produce anything for reading, whether it 
is a Sunday bulletin, a newspaper, the minutes of a 
meeting or a hymnal, should remember that the eye 
cannot easily travel longer than about two 
alphabets—52 rl "size

space borders as part of the design. Keep it down to 
52 characters and you will add to your readership. 
People just won’t be bothered to read anything 
which is difficult for the eye to follow. A set of 
minutes from a meeting of a diocesan department 
just reached my desk.

More and more frequently of late | 
have noticed brief news items in 
magazines or newspapers on couples 
or families who have moved out of 
metropolitan areas to seek out a freer, 


more peaceful and natural life for 


themselves and their children. 


SOME OF US, it appears, are ‘‘city 
folk’’ well able to adapt and function 
- in the ‘‘concrete jungles’’ of our 
contemporary society. Some of us are 
not, and for those, life in the large 
towns and cities offer a kind of slow 
suicide: by deprivation. 


Then, the ubiquitous computer, the 
not always benevolent bureaucracy, 
the octuple reach of regulations 
necessary for mass control, deprive us 
of a sense of personal value and 
stature and diminish confidence in our 
ability to meet problems. 


Come to a faraway place 


Supermarkets and the conglomer- 
ates that stock them with their illusion 
of constant plenty, deprive us of the 
awareness of the rhythms of nature 
and our dependence on her seasonal 
generosity. We eat fruits and vege- 
tables we have not seen growing and 
meats we have not seen killed. 


WE ALLOW factories and automo- 
biles, to pollute the air, water and 
earth as if they were not the source of 
our livelihood and vital for our 
existence. Could we squander water 
to wash cars and fill swimming 
pools—in coastlands at that! —if we 
related parched and drought-stricken 
farmlands: to our own needs or felt a 
responsibility for the needs of others 
in less fortunate areas? 


It is not merely a question of crowds 
and mass markets, freeways and 
condominiums, crime and imperson- 
alization that is driving rural immi- 
grants from the metropolis, although 
all that is part of it. Life in the city 
spells a disturbing dependency and 


loss of control of their lives. 


They sense a drifting away from the 
reality of man’s struggle for 
existence, a blunting of awareness of 
the precariousness of ecological 
balance, an erosion of individual 
strength and self-reliance. 


MANY OF US live in conditions 
where failure in water, light, heat or 
sewage facilities would precipitate us 
into a state of impotency where even 
the most basic human needs might be 
frustrated! 


But more than all of that is the 
instinct for spiritual survival that calls 
some of us to seek out the silent 
remoteness of the countryside, a 
hilltop or a desert. Here it is more 
possible to regain the perspective of 
man’s place in the universe and the 
pervading presence and power of his 
Creator. 


Here the seeker after peace may 


find an integrating peacefulness and 
renew his faith in the benevolence and 


power of God. They are, | suppose, a 
more reflective breed, who need a 
slower pace to neatly weave the 
experiences of their lives into whole 
fabric. 


IN THE URGENT immediacy of 
cities, these people run the risk of 
becoming scrap-bags of unrelated 
“‘happenings’’ bundled together 
without apparent pattern or purpose. 


But there are, thank God, other 
ways of spiritual survival and none 
more opportune than ‘‘these forty 
days of Lent.’’ In lenten abstinences 
and minor fasts, we may express our 
awareness of and gratitude for the 
plenitude of God’s earth and our 
responsibility to share its. produce. 


Here, too, we may touch earth 
again on the rocky so-little traveled 
Way.of the Cross and learn again the 
place of struggle and pain in our lives. 
In this ‘‘far country’’ where we walk 
with Christ, we may affirm again our 
dependency on the Father and the 
ultimate: primacy of his Word.

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The Christian Priesthood 


Earliest priests, as oracle 


givers, made God's will 
known to the people 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The priesthood was a vastly important 
institution in the life of God’s people. It was, 
in fact, one of the three basic institutions 
which gave structure to their life in the Old 
Testament period. The other two were 
kingship and prophecy. (One could include 
also the highly influential Wisdom move- 
ment with its sages, but this was hardly an 
‘institution’ in the same sense as the others.) 

Priesthood was not peculiar to Israel; 
Egypt, Mesopotamia, Canaan all had 
priests. They were numerous and performed 
an amazing variety of functions. That they 
served as models for Israelite priesthood 
goes without saying; if the latter was unique, 
it was because of the uniqueness of the God 
it served: Yahweh. 

THE HISTORY OF THE development of 
the priesthood in Israel is complicated. The 
traditions recorded in the Bible are far from 
homogeneous, but this complex question 
need not concern us here. For all practical 
purposes, we can accept the relatively late 
tradition that the priests were descendants 
of the patriarch Levi and members of the 
tribe which bore his name, keeping in mind,

however, that this is an oversimplication. 


In any event, the priesthood, like 
kingship, but unlike the office of prophecy, 
was hereditary. A man born into the tribe of 
Levi was, by that fact, a priest. 


In the very early days following the 
settlement in Canaan there were shrines 
throughout the tribal territories, each served 
by its own priesthood. Here the Israelites 
worshipped at will, even though the one 
containing the Ark of the Covenant must 
have enjoyed special prestige. In the course 
of time and as the result of many historical 
factors, these local shrines and their priestly 
personnel were phased out. 


ONE EVENT in particular speeded up the 
process: the secession of the 10 northern 
tribes from the southern tribe of Judah after 
Solomon’s death in 926 B.C. The first 
king of the new -Kingdom of Israel, 
Jeroboam I, established shrines in the north 
to rival the temple in Jerusalem. These new 
shrines were gradually infiltrated by pagan, 
Canaanite, influences, and in many in- 
stances ended up as thinly disguised centers 
for the worship of Baal with its attendant 
fertility cult. 


The Sacrifice of the People 


The whole Christ offers 


the whole Christ at Mass

Many readers will be surprised and 
disappointed that the New Testament never 
refers to the Apostles or their successors in 
the ministry as priests, and that the 
Eucharist or Lord’s Supper is never 
explicitly referred to as a sacrifice. 


Our best biblical scholars suggest that the 
terms sacrifice and priest could not be 
applied to the early Eucharist and its 
ministers until Christians had separated 
themselves from the prayers and sacrifices 
of the Jewish temple, and has come to see in 
the breaking of the bread and the blessing of 
the cup a meal with sacrificial overtones. 


TIME WAS NEEDED before such cultic 
words as temple, priest and sacrifice could 
be applied to the place where Christians 
assembled, to the ministers of the Eucharist, 
and to the sacramental rite in which the 
eucharistized bread and wine were offered. 
Such cultic words had to be desacralized, 

- that is, interiorized and spiritualized before 
they could be used without misunder- 
standing of Christian liturgy or worship. 


The process of spiritualization as it applies 
to temple, priest and sacrifice is seen in the 
first letter of Peter, in which he exhorts the 
baptized: ‘‘...like living stones, be your- 
selves built into a spiritual house to be a holy 
priesthood, to offer a spiritual sacrifice 
acceptable to God through Jesus Christ’ (I 
Peter 2:5). Paul also appeals to Christians 
‘to present your bodies as 4 living sacrifice, 
holy and acceptable to God, which is your 
spiritual sacrifice ’’ (Romans 12:1). 


At the turn of the first century, Christian 
writers are more comfortable in using cultic 
terms of Christ and the Christian minister. 
In the Letter to the Hebrews Jesus is called 
our ‘‘high priest’ and “‘liturgist in the 
sanctuary of heaven and the true tent which 
is set up not by man but by the Lord”’ (8:2). 


CLEMENT OF ROME uses the technical 
word ‘‘liturgy’’ to describe the ministry of 
the Apostles and is witness that the bishops 
as successors in the Apostolic ministry or 
liturgy ‘‘offer the gifts proper to the 
episcopate’’ (‘‘To the Corinthians,’’ 44.3). A 
half century later, Justin Martyr identifies 
the gifts of the Church as ‘‘the Eucharist of 
the bread and the cup which are offered by 
us Christians in every part of the world”’ 
(‘Dialogue -with Trypho,’’ 117). 


At the close of the second century the 
process of desacralization or spiritualization 
is complete enough to allow Hippolytus of 
Rome to apply the term ‘‘priest’’ to the 
newly ordained bishop who ‘“‘offers the 
bread and the cup,” giving thanks to the 
Father, ‘‘because you have commanded us 
to stand before you and minister as priests to 
You’’ (‘‘Apostolic Tradition,’’ IV, 11). 


It should be noted that the ‘*Apostolic 
Traditon’’ of Hippolytus was adopted and 
adapted by the Churches of the East and the 
West as the model for the Eucharist liturgy, 
and that the Canon of Hippolytus is basically 
the same as the second Eucharistic Prayer of 
the new Order of the Mass. 


IT REMAINED, however, for the theologi- 
cal genuis of an Augustine to show that there 
need be no conflict between the spiritual 
sacrifice which Christians offer in the temple 
of their own bodies and the sacrament-sacri- 
fice of the Eucharist which is celebrated 
visibly at the Christian altar. 


‘This is the sacrifice of Christians: "We 
the many are the one body of Christ’ 
(Romans 12:5). And this also is the sacrifice 
which the Church continually celebrates in 
the sacrament of the altar—which is known 
to the faithful. In it the ‘Church learns that in 
the offering she makes she herself is 
offered’’ (‘‘The City of God.”’ 10.6). 


With this classic passage from Augustine 
in mind, the Fathers of Vatican II declare: 
“through the ministry of priests the spiritual 


There was bound to be a reaction to this, 
and it came from the dedicated group of 
northerners, very probably priests, who 
started work on what was to be the Book of 
Deuteronomy. This code, partially formu- 
lated, was brought south after the fall of the 
northern kingdom in 722 and, a century 
later, exerted a profound influence on the 
reform carried out by King Josiah of Judah. 


It prescribed that Yahweh could be 
worshipped officially only in the temple of 
Jerusalem—the so-called principle of unity 
of sanctuary. This became a hard and fast 
rule and worked real hardship on the many 
priests who had earned their livelihood at 
the local shrines. 


THE JERUSALEM CLERGY guarded its 
privileges jealously and, while other priests 
could function there, they could do so only 
rarely and in a limited way. No longer were 
descendants of Levi automatically priests. A 
complicated hierarchical system was worked 
out, especially in the period after the Exile, 
with all sorts of temple duties distributed 
among different classes, the two main ones 
being those of Priests and Levites. 


Multiplicity of functions was nothing 
entirely new; priests had never been simply 
cultic ministers, charged with the offering of 
sacrifice. In fact, it seems that at first this 
was not even their primary function. The 
earliest texts suggest that. they were 
considered primarily as givers of oracles, 
making known God’s will to the people 
(Deuteronomy 33:7-11; Judges 18:5; I 
Samuel 14:41; 28,6). 


An extension of this function was that of © 


instruction in the law (Deuteronomy 33:10). 
They offered sacrifice, of course, but it 
seems that others could do this also: heads 
of families, prophets occasionally, like 
Elijah, and some kings. Eventually the 
prophets took over the oracular function and

the scribes that of instruction in the law so 
that, in the end, priests came to be 
associated almost exclusively with sacrifice 
and other cultic matters. 


THIS WAS the priesthood which the first 
Christians knew and, for various reasons, 
they were rather slow in developing one of 
their own. For quite a while they remained 
devoutly attached io the temple, and the 
only priests mentioned in the New 
Testament are Jewish priests. (References 
to ‘‘bishops’’ and ‘priests’ in some 
translations of the apostolic letters are 
misleading. The underlying Greek terms 
mean ‘“‘supervisors’’ and ‘‘elders.’’) 


Christianity, like Judaism, is an historical 
religion; its institutions have undergone 
development from the beginning. That 
development was historically conditioned; 
the Church did not come of age in an 
incubator. For the clear emergence of a 
distinct Christian priesthood there had first 
to be a clean break with the temple and its 
priesthood. That did not happen overnight. 


Again, since there was not such a close 
tie-up between priesthood and sacrifice, the 
Church had to grow in its realization of the 
full sacrificial implications of the Eucharist. 
Without a Christian sacrifice there was no 
obvious need for a Christian priesthood as 
such. 


This, too, took time, although we can see 
it developing in Paul’s treatment of the 
Eucharist in I Corinthians. The only New 
Testament book to treat the priesthood in a 
Christian setting is the very late first century 
‘letter’? to the Hebrews. 


_ Even here the priesthood is that of the 
glorified Christ, the eternal High Priest. 
However, in the subsequent development of 
the Christian priesthood, this magnificent 
document did exert obvious and powerful 
-influence..

sacrifice of the faithful is made perfect in 
union with the sacrifice of Christ, the sole 
Meditator’’ (‘On the Ministry and Life of 
Priests,’ 1:1). 

TO THE CELEBRATED question: *‘Who 
offers what in the Eucharist or Mass?’’ The 
instructed Catholic should answer: ‘‘The 
whole Christ, head and members of Christ's 
mystical Body, offers the whole Christ, 
through the sacramental ministry of the 
ordained priest." 


It has been my experience in dialogue with 
non-Catholic Christians that this Catholic 
reply strikes a responsive cord in the hearts 
and minds of many of our separated 
brethren. As members of Christ’s body, 
many are more than willing to allow that the 
personal and individual sacrifices of 
Christians are caught up in the ongoing 
offering or spiritual sacrifice of Christ to the 
Father, an offering which is given visible or 
sacramental expression in the Eucharist.

Emphasis was more on 
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being’ than function in 


former times of Church

The word priest is surrounded with a 
multitude of meanings. In the Old 
Testament it is associated with temple 
worship. The priest is the one who performs 
the sacrificial rites, whether they be offering 
the lambs or the incense or driving the 
scapegoat into the desert. In the New 
Testament the priest becomes the celebrator 
of the Eucharist. 


In early Christian times, the priest offered 
Eucharist in homes. No big temples. No 
choirs of psalm singers. No altars. No 
vestments. No banks of candles. No incense. 
None of the heavy paraphernalia associated 
with the Hebrew temple priesthood. The 
first priests of the new Covenant followed 
more the custom of the presider of 
a Jewish household at a Seder meal. 


THE LIBERATION of Christianity in the 
fourth century by the emperor Constantine 
witnessed the introduction of basilicas as 
worship centers. Worship moved from the 
home to the church. And so did the priest. 


The style of temple liturgy from the old 
Testament reasserted itself. Once again, the 
choirs, the altars, the candles, the incense. 
The simple bread and wine of the house 
Eucharists assumed the imagery of the 
sacrificial lamb. The presider at the table of 
the Lord became the priest at the altar. 


The Reformation revolted against this 
dominent ceremonial role of the priest and 
began to speak of the priest as minister, and 
of the priesthood of all the faithful. They 
cited the Bible in support. God told the 
Jews, ‘‘you shall be a nation of priests’’ 
(Exodus 3:6-9). : 

ST. PETER reiterated this notion: ‘You, 

however, are a chosen race, a royal 
priesthood, a people he claims for his own to 


proclaim the glorious works of God.” (I 


Peter 2:9) 


Vatican Council II seems to have brought 
together all these many views of priesthood. 
House liturgies are restored, while Church 
liturgies are retained. The priest is one who 
presides at the table of the Lord in homes, or 
at the altar of the Lord in churches. 


THE BULK of church ceremonies, once 
redolent of ancient temple liturgies, is now 


vastly simplified. The accretion of decora- . 


tions and confusing overlayers of symbols 
has been swept away so that the simplicity 
and’ real meaning of worship may be 
revealed. ~ 


The uniqueness of the presiding priest is 
affirmed, while the value of the people of 
God as a royal priesthood is retained. The 
role of priest as one appointed and ordained 
by the Church to offer Eucharist is enriched 
by the title of minister, so that the priest 
shall never’ forget his obligation to be a 
servant of the people. The Catholic people 
are to be made aware that they are a royal 
priesthood in the sense that they are both a 
worshiping people as well as ministering 
Church. 


Whereas the meaning of priest in former 
times was tied to his ‘‘being’’ more than his 
function, there is a greater emphasis today 
on his function more than his ‘priest 
being.’’ It’s not that his being as a priest is 


less important, but that his function—what - 


he does—and his relationship to the people 
of the church—is more center stage. 


THIS IS DRAMATIZED much better now 
at ordination services where the priest 
candidate is presented to the people for their 
approval. When this is received and the 
bishop affirms the will of the people that this 
man is called to priesthood, the signal of 
applause is a stirring moment of -participa- 
tion by the people in the ordination event. 

What has really occurred in the recent 
search for the identity of the priest is a 
recovery of the community and human 
dimension of priesthood. In a way it is a new 
celebration of the incarnation of Christ. God 
so loved human beings that he decided to 
become one. The new emphasis on the 
human is but a renewal of what is always 
affirmed at Christmas, the value of the 
human asserted by one no less than God. 


This richer tapestry of priesthood should 
eventually mean a fresh resurgence of 


‘ordained priesthood as well as a broader 


community consciousness of the royal 
priesthood of the people of God.

One of the ac- 
cepted interpreta- 
tions of the name, 
“Yahweh’’ (Exodus 
3:14), is ‘‘] am who- 
-ever | am and never 
you mind.’’ The idea 
here is that when we 
know the name of 
someone we have 
power over them. But to try to get 
power over God would, to some degree, 
deprive us of his loving care. 


In the book of Revelation we read: 
‘*Now I saw heaven open, and a white 
horse appear; its rider was called 
Faithful and True...the name written on 
him was known only to himself.”’ 
(19:11+-) God is identified with all truth 
and is faithful to the truth. This is what 
is known as holiness—when the will is 
in harmony with the truth. 

AS PERSONS made to the image and 
likeness of God we somehow share in 
the mystery of God to the extent we 
seek God. ‘‘An unspiritual anything of 
the Spirit of God; he sees it as 
nonsense; it can only be understood by 
means of the Spirit. 

‘‘A spiritual man, on the other hand, 
is able to judge the value of everything, 
and his own value is not to be judged by 
other men. As scripture says: ‘Who can 
know the mind of the Lord, so who can 
teach him?’ But we are those who have 
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Seek truth in Jesus 


the mind of Christ.’’ (I Corinthians 
2:144+) 


Instead of resting in a share of the 
mystery of God we tend to identify 
ourselves with some small aspect of 
God's creation for the sake of finding 
some secure place in our materialistic 
society. We usually stabilize around our 
work, the manner of our cooperation 
with others, or with some technical or 
communal project. 


WE CONSEQUENTLY place these 
things between ourselves and God, thus 
not allowing God to bless us unless he 
does it in the old familiar ways. This is 
one of the reasons why Jesus was not 
acceptable to his compatriots: he 
ignored too many of the old way of 
doing things. Jesus was too mysterious, 
he was too big. 


Yet, Jesus is called Faithful and True 
(Revelation 19:11+). But the only way 
we can be faithful and true is by seeking 
the Lord. Our identity is not a 
once-and-for-all event, but a continuous 
process: 


‘‘Who has the right to climb the 
mountain of Yahweh, who the right to 
stand in his holy place? He whose hands 
are clean, whose heart is pure, whose 
soul does not pay homage to worthless 
things and who never swears to a lie. 
The blessing of Yahweh is his, and 
vindication from God his savior. Such 
are the people. who seek him.’’ (Psalm 
24:3)

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Politics: the domestic struggle for power 


Should American Catholics be ashamed of using ‘clout’? 


This is the fifth artcle in a special NC News 
Series, ‘Moral Choices in Contemporary 
Society,’’ designed as companion pieces to a 
series of the same name in the general press. 
In this article, Michael Novak, professor of 
religion at Syracuse University, examines 
political morality in the United States focusing 
on the Catholic political involvement. This 
well-known writer, teacher and philosopher is 
an acknowledged expert of the nation’s ethnic 
minorities.

One of the ways in which Catholic traditions differ 
from Protestant traditions in this country lies in the 
frankness Catholics have generally observed about 
the use of power. Catholics are not embarrassed by 
power. John F. Kennedy wasn’t. Nor Robert 
Kennedy. Nor Richard J. Daley. Nor most bishops. 


Most of the ethnic groups that compose the 
Catholic people have had to be frank about power. 
They suffered much from foreign powers. They 
know how much better it is to have power in your 
own hands, rather than in someone else’s. To them, 
power is good. 


THE IRISH HAVE presented the American 
Catholic people with more political leadership than 
any other group. The Irish do not fear power. For too 
many generations, they knew what it was like to see 
power exercised over them by the British. 


Indeed, the Irish had this advantage over the 
other ethnic groups that came to America: they had 
been struggling against the British for hundreds of 
years and knew the moves. Other Catholic 
immigrants have tried to learn from the Irish. 


Anglo-Saxon politics is different in style from 
politics in other cultures. The Anglo-Saxon upper 
class, on the good side, does respect the rule of law 
and the traditions of civil liberties. These are great 
human achievements, realized more fully and 
concretely in Anglo-Saxon culture than in any other. 
On the negative side, the Anglo-Saxon upper class 
does not always call things by their names. They 
carefully protect their own moral prestige. 


WHEN THEY have to do someting ugly, they try 
to have it done by others and at a distance—and they 
cover it with a moral slogan. For the Anglo-Saxon 
upper class power is an extension of morality —of 
station, of duty, of responsibility, of superior 
enlightenment. 


In America, one learns, one ought to cloak power 
in morality. When scholars say that ‘‘the Puritan 
tradition’ gave politics in America this distinctive 
moral fervor, they say too little. Not only the 
Puritans among the Anglo-Saxon upper class in 
America have long preferred indirect, refined and 
elevated speech, especially about money, ambition, 
control, power. The American style is to sound 
reluctant about accepting power, and prefer to call it 
“service.” 


Catholics, by contrast, frankly enjoy a word like

“‘clout.’’ At least those Catholics do who haven’t 
been acculturated to the dominant sensibility. 
(There are a great many anti-Catholic Catholics 
today). 


IN HIS NEW BOOK about Catholics in Chicago, 
The Education of an Urban Minority (Oxford 
University Press), James W. Sanders notes that the 
public school ‘‘functioned not merely. to provide 
opportunity for the common man but also to teach 
him his place.’’ The guardians of American 
propriety feared contamination from immigrants, 
including Catholics. They sought to maintain control 
over them and exclude them ‘‘from anything but 
Participation as a passive consumer.. 


“The public school, as a symbol of established 
mores,’’ he goes on, ‘‘—not merely Protestant in 
original creation, but Anglo-Saxon and middle class 
as well—stood to a degree as a truly organized effort 
by the established to impose their values on those 
they saw as deviant.’’ The guardians, Sanders 
writes, wanted a ‘‘culture factory,’’ designed to 
teach ‘‘the one best way of life,’’ their own. 


This vision of life—this sense that the established 
are moral and enlightened, and that the great 
masses of the unwashed need to be reformed—still

remains powerful in American life. It was still being 
directed at Richard J. Daley, right up through the 
news programs and commentaries on his death. 


MANY AMONG the established and the powerful 
have it; and many of the young, and radical, and the 
most powerful forces in opinion-making have it as 
well. The upper class Anglo-Saxon moral vision has 
““Americanized’’ both right and left. 


Indeed, one of the qualities implied by the word 
‘“Americanization’’ is the acquisition of a ‘‘higher’’ 
morality for dealing with grubby matters like money 
and power. One should always talk about them in 
moral terms. America is an odd society; the most 
embarrassing thing to talk about is not sex but 
money. And those who acquire power are somehow 
supposed to pretend that they don’t like it, are 
embarrassed by it and really don’t want to exercise 
it. They hide behind committees, panels, experts, 
consultation, etc. 


The more Americanized one becomes, the more 
ashamed one should be of ever exercising clout. 
Mayor Daley was an affront to the value system of 
the dominant culture. The book by Norman 
Podhorctz, Making It, was a direct assault upon one 
hyprocrisy involved in ‘‘Americanization.’’ 


ON SOME MATTERS, Catholics also have got up

on their moral high horses: in the past, on 
anti-Communism, on lasciviousness in the movies, 

and, most recently, on abortion. There is a Catholic 
form of moralilsm too. Here, too, the fault is to 
overemphasize the moral issue involved, and to 
neglect the other significant issues. Almost every 
question has many elements and levels. Emphasis 
on the moral dimension is, in politics, almost always . 
damaging, both to the body politic and to morality 
itself. 


The reason is that if an issue becomes polarized 
along the moral dimension, then those on one side of 
the issue—one’s opponents—must necessarily be 
regarded as immoral. How can an _ intelligent, 
practical discussion be conducted in that frame- 
work? 


It is one thing to decide upon an issue in one’s 
conscience, and to take full account of the moral 
dimension in one’s own thought. It is another thing 
to draw the battle line about the issue on the moral 


- line. The moral public cannot really argue with the 


immoral. All they can do is try to overpower them. 


FOR MANY DECADES, Catholics were syste- 
matically put down in public for being less than 
moral: undemocratic, intolerant, authoritarian, 
rowdy, prone to alcoholism, crooked linked to crime 
and corruption, backward and unenlightened. For 
years, the Republican party was the party of 
moralism, and the corruption of the Democrats i.e., 


(Catholics, Jews and Lower-Class Protestants) was _ 


proverbial. Nixon even pulled this gambit on 
Kennedy in the Great Debates over the language of 
Harry Truman. 


In recent years, the Democratic party, or at least 
its more highly educated wing, has seized the 
language of morality and become the dominant 
source of moralism. Ironically, the first Catholic 
president established a new ethic of moralism. 


Jimmy. Carter does not represent the old 
upper-class moralism. But he does have a disturbing 
tendency of his own to cloak everything he 
does — however expedient and carefully calculated — 
in moral pieties. 


THERE IS NO WAY of being fully human without 
taking moral considerations into account, and even 
without taking moral stands. (Even to criticize 
moralism, obviously, is a moral act.) But there is a 
way of taking pains to see that one’s opponents are 
also moral men and women, that they have a moral 
case, too. 


And there is also a way of recognizing that in 
political life the route toward highly moral goals is 
always by way of ambition, power, and money. The 
constituency of ‘‘opinion-makers’’—those perhaps 
10 million Americans of highest education, . 
affluence, status, and position—has tremendous 
ambition, power and money, both on the left and on 


the right. 


In trying to understand what is going on, it is 
always useful to cut below the moral language on 
both sides. And to ask: what’s in it for each side?

Mixed society still possible | 
in Rhodesia, says Bp. Lamont 


LONDON (NC)—‘‘There is 
still possibility of building a 
genuinely multiracial society 
in Rhodesia,’’ said Bishop 
Donal Lamont of Umtali in 
an exclusive article published 
in the London Sunday news- 
paper, the Observer. 


The 65-year-old Irish-born 
Carmelite, who is now facing 
expulsion from Rhodesia, 
wrote: 


“IN SPITE of all the years 
of white domination, in spite 
of all the injustices, the 
African people do not hate 
the Europenans (whites), but 
they could begin to. A 
change of attitude is already 
noticeable.”’ 


But there is still time, he 
said, to convince any African 
nationalist who is thinking of 
a multiracial society that 
communism is not the answer. 

On Feb. 24, three days 
before the article appeared, 
the Rhodesian government 
announced that it was begin- 
ning expulsion proceedings 
against Bishop Lamont. The 
bishop pleaded guilty last 
year to four counts of 
breaking the laws on report- 
ing guerrillas to the authori- 
ties. 


THE APPEALS court 
reduced his original 10-year 


jail term to one year plus 
three years of suspended 


sentence, and then the 


government said it would 
strip him of his citizenship 
and expel him rather than 
imprison him. 


Charging that deliberate 


government policy had seri- 
ously reduced the influence 


of Christian missionaries 
over the past 10 years, 
Bishop Lamont wrote: 


“TITTLE wonder that 
thousands of African chil- 
dren hear the call that comes 
to them from across their 
borders. A Marxist regime 
could not have done the job 


‘‘While the present regime 
remains in power and refuses 
to recognize that it is 
completely distrusted by the 
black population as a whole 
and by all its real leaders, 
there can be no hope of a 
settlement in Rhodesia.”’ 


Navy Catholic chaplain dies 
in diving accident in La Jolla 


LA JOLLA (NC)—A Navy 
chaplain disappeared in the 
Pacific Ocean here after 
having trouble with his 
breathing apparatus while 
diving with members of a 
Marine Corps. team. 


Father James M. Regan 
died Feb. 27, two days after 
his 33rd_ birthday. 


REPORTS indicated that 
Father Regan, a Navy Lieu- 
tenant described as an ex- 
perienced diver by fellow 
officers, had been under- 
water for about 20 minutes 
when, at a depth of 60 feet, 
he indicated. he was having 
problems breathing. 


A fellow diver assisted 
Father Regan to about 30 
feet from the surface, but 
was unable to remove the 
priest’s weights to complete 
the ascent. 


Father Regan slid down an 
incline into a deep under- 
water canyon where he 
disappeared despite attempts 
by about 20 divers to locate 
him.” ; "
